These  should  be  sown  outside  in 
April  or  May,  according  to  season,  latitude,  and  condition 
of  soil,  or  they  may  be  sown  at  a  somewhat  earlier  date -in 
a  hotbed  or  greenhouse,  the"  combining  of  the  two  methods 
being  advisable,  thereby  providing  for  a  succession  of 
plantings  if  both  sowings  prosper.  Seed  sown  under  glass 
will  also  produce  earlier-blooming  plants  than  seed  sown 
outdoors. 

HALF-HARDY  ANNUALS,  HHA,  HALF-HARDY  BIEN¬ 
NIALS,  HHB,  and  HALF-HARDY  PERENNIALS,  HHP. 

These  may  be  sown  indoors,  as  above  directed,  from  March 
to  May,  and  outdoors  after  the  middle  of  May.  Many  of  the 
Biennials  and  Perennials  will  bloom  the  first  season  if 
sown  early. 

HARDY  BIENNIALS,  HB,  and  HARDY  PERENNIALS, 

HP,  can  be  sown  outdoors  as  soon  as  the  soil  is  in  good 
tillable  condition.  If  sown  early  indoors,  many  of  them 
will  bloom  the  first  season.  Sowings  made  from  July  to 
September  will  produce  well-established  plants  for  the 


next  season.  These  should  be  somewhat  protected  during 
the  winter.  Many  seeds  of  Hardy  Biennials  and  Hardy 
Perennials  are  of  very  slow  germination,  and  seeds  of  such 
should  not  be  condemned  as  bad  if  a  quick  germination 
does  not  show.

HB  and  HP  designate  Hardy  Biennials  and  Perennials. 

TA  and  TP  designate  Tender  Annuals  and  Perennials. 

G  designates  plants  generally  grown  indoors  only  in 
pots. 

Any  species  or  variety  to  which  no  letters  are  affixed  are 
to  be  considered  as  Hardy  Annuals.

When  sown  in  spring,  it  is  usually 
put  in  like  clover  with  a  nurse  crop.  Early  oats  or  bar¬ 
ley,  at  the  rate  of  1  bu.  per  acre  usually  is  the  best.  If 
sown  in  August,  the  ground  is  prepared  3  to  4  weeks 
beforehand,  and  the  seed  sown  without  a  nurse  crop.

History  of 
Harbin  Lespedeza 

In  October,  1932,  the  U.  S.  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  issued  a 
news  item  in  regard  to  Lespedeza, 
strain  No.  65280,  stating  that:

American  Lespedeza  belt  200  miles  or 
more  north,  forage  specialists  of  the  de¬ 
partment  say. 

“Many  New  England  pastures  become 
brown  and  bare  in  summer  and  the  new  Lespedeza 
makes  its  best  growth  then.  Although  ordinary 
Korean  Lespedeza  does  not  mature  north  of  the 
southern  boundary  of  Michigan,  the  new  strain 
has  matured  at  Middlebury,  Vt.,  and  at  Augusta, 
Mich.  It  grows  readily  in  sour  soil,  such  as  many 
New  England  pastures  have.” 

Since  October,  1932,  strain  No.  65280  has 
unofficially  been  named  Harbin  Lespedeza.  It  was  dis¬ 
covered  growing  wild  in  a  Russian  Cemetery  at  Harbin, 
Manchuria,  by  P.  H.  Dorsett,  veteran  plant  explorer  of  the 
department. 

Summing  Up 

Harbin  Lespedeza  gives  you  pasturage  on  your  sour 
and  worn  out  soil.  It  thrives  on  acid  soil.  It  saves  you 
the  expense  of  liming  your  acid  soil.  It  is  drouth  re¬ 
sistant.  It  gives  you  pasture  during  the  heat  of  summer. 

Or,  if  you  let  the  plant  mature,  you  can  sell  a  heavy  seed 
crop  and  in  that  case,  enough  seed  will  shatter  out,  so 
that  it  will  reseed  itself.  Otherwise,  it  must  be  seeded 
every  year  as  it  is  an  annual.  It  is  early,  maturing  a  seed 
crop  in  about  70  days.  Plant  some  of  it  this  spring  and 
we  believe  you  will  never  be  without  it. 

Culture 

A  thin  seeding  is  desirable,  so  each  individual  plant 
may  develop  to  its  full  size.  Harbin  Lespedeza  is  not  dif¬ 
ficult  to  grow.  It  is  usually  sown  alone,  planting  about  1 
to  1  y2  pounds  seed  per  acre.  Have  the  seed  bed  warm, 
firm  and  compact,  and  plant  about  %  inch  deep  in  rows 
18  to  20  inches  apart  with  a  garden  drill  or  hand  planter. 
Some  farmers  plant  in  rows  36  inches  apart  so  they  may 
cultivate  with  a  regular  corn  cultivator.  The  seeds  are 
soft  and  germinate  rapidly  when  placed  in  warm,  moist 
soil.  Although  it  will  stand  some  freezes,  we  advise 
planting  when  danger  from  hard  frosts  seems  unlikely — . 
from  about  the  fore  part  or  middle  of  May,  up  to  June  16 
or  even  a  little  later. 

Inoculation  is  very  important,  as  it  enables  the  plant 
to  obtain  part  of  its  nitrogen  from  the  air.  increasing 
growth  and  building  up  the  soil  more  rapidly.  Harvest 
when  the  plants  turn  brown  and  the  seeds  hull  out  in 
the  hand.  Seeds  are  dark  purple  when  ripe.  Thresh  with 

a  regular  clover  huller,  thresh¬ 
ing  machine  or  combine.

RED  TOP  (Solid  Seed) 

It  has  frequently  been  said  of  Red  Top  that  as  a  grass  it  is  more  useful  than 
any  other.

Soy  Beans  make  a  good  growth  on  poor  soils,  especially  if  inoculated; 
succeed  on  acid  soil  where  clover  and  alfalfa  will  not  do;'  will  grow  as 
far  north  and  south  as  corn  and  cotton;  they  are  a  splendid  rotation 
crop,  either  short  or  whole  season;  they  are  equal  pound  for  pound  to 
oil  meal  in  feeding  value;  they  build  up  the  soil  and  are  a  splendid 
green  manure  crop;  they  may  be  cut  for  hay  any  time  after  the  pods 
begin  to  form.  Many  of  our  customers  grow  Soy  Beans  with  their  eorn, 
planting  them  at  the  same  time.  This  gives  them  two  crops  at  harvest 
time  or  they  let  the  sheep  or  hogs  in  to  feed  on  the  beans.  Sow  45  lbs. 
in  drills  per  acre,  or  2  bu.  (120  lbs.)  broadcast. 

Prepare  the  seed  bed  the  same  as  for  corn,  by  fall  or  early  spring'  plowing,  followed 
by  disking  and  2  or  3  harrowings  to  check  weed  growth  and  to  prepare  a  warm  com¬ 
pact  seed  bed.  Sow  the  seed  with  your  corn,  or  a  little  later.  If  seeded  with  the  corn, 
go  over  the  rows  twice  with  the  corn  planter,  once  for  the  corn,  and  once  for  the  Soy 
Beans,  planting  one  Soy  Bean  grain  for  each  grain  of  corn.  When  grown  alone,  Soy 
Beans  may  be  sown  with  a  grain  drill  or  corn  planter,  or  broadcasted.  A  corn  planter 
however  will  insure  a  uniform  depth  of  covering,  which  is  important.  On  good  soils, 
it  is  well  to  sow  in  rows  to  permit  cultivation  and  on  poor  soils  or  when  grown  only 
for  green  manure,  sow  them  solid  with  the  grain  drill  or  broadcast  them.  Sow  them 
1  to  2  in.  deep.  Cut  for  hay  when  the  pods  begin  to  fill,  leave  on  the  ground  until 
wilted,  then  rake  up  and  place  in  tall,  loose  cocks  for  about  a  week.
